BERNSTEIN stated that ho was a member of the Now York Bar 
and named. one of his partners as EDWARD S. SILVER, whon he described as the 
Chief Assistant District Attorney of Kings County, 'Brooklyn, New York, and 
a former special assistant to the Attorney General.

BERNSTEIN testified that in November, 1947, ho met with

Tho money for this purchase was provided by the Jewish Agency and by 
means of checks which he deposited in his law firn*s special account 
at the CHASE NATIONAL BANK, 20 Pine Street, New York City. SCKWIMER 
opened an account to receive these funds at tho BANK OF AMERICA in 
Hollywood, California. This took place in November of 1947. 

Upon cross examination, BERNSTEIN stated that he became the 
attorney for tho JEWISH AGENCY FOR PALESTINE in October or November, 

1947, and that he last represented this organization when the planes 
woro transferred^ the State of Israel. He stated that he was a 
secretary for p@RICANS FQR_HA.GA.NAH in 1947 having been personally 
responsible for forming this organization as a corporation. He denied 
that ho had ever told Mr. JOHN B. SXKK0NS and Mr. JOSEPH M. KELLY of the 
FBI Office in Now York that ho had never mot SCHWIMSR prior to their 
interview with him. 

On January 16, 1950, during the cross examination of BERNSTEIN,' 
, tho Defense Counsel in the person of Judge PACHT requested the court to 
consider tho feasibility of releasing BERNSTEIN at the conclusion of the 
cross examination inasmuch as he was to 'leave for Israel a ruck from that 
day. ^ BERNSTEIN was released by tho court on Tuesday, January 17, 1950, 
stating to the court that he was returning to New York City on that date 
and would turn over to agents of tho New York Office certain material and 
records regarding the purchase of aircraft for Israel on the following 
afternoon. 


Two years prior to tho testimony give n by BERNSTEIN an d on J anuary 
13. 1948. N AHUM BERNSTEIN was interviewed by SA | |and SA I I 

I at his offico, 20 Pine Street, New York City. At tho very outset 
of this interview, BERNSTEIN stated that ho presumed that tho visit of the 
agents to his offico was occasioned by an investigation into tho affairs^- 
of the FOUNDRY ASSOCIATES, INCORPORATED. In this regard, BERNSTEIN s&j£cd 
that in November of 1947 he received a telephone call from 
whom he had known for some years, who liko himself was active in the Zionist 
Cause. ^ On this occasion, TSEISMAN told BERNSTEIN that ho had been requested 
to assist in a project to acquire a stock pile of material for ovcntual 
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shipment to ’Palestine. VJ5ISMAN told BERNSTEIN that he had consented to 
assist in this project, and that new it was accessary that a reputable 
troll-known person act as dispersing officer for the funis available to 
finance this project. VJEISMAN requested BERNSTEIN to function in- this 
capacity and to this BERNSTEIN agreed. 7JEISMAN indicated to BERNSTEIN 
that the sum of $750,000 was available to finance this project , and that 
such funds would be nade available by the JEWISH AGENCY FOR PALESTINE. 

■According to BERNSTEIN, shortly after his talk with NEISMAN he 
received a verification of this proposition from GOTTLIEB HAMMER, Dispersing 
'Officer for the JEIYISH AGENCY FOR PALESTINE, WEISMAN told BERNSTEIN that 
,when purchases were made by either hinsVlf or his associates BERNSTEIN 
would be notified of the amount of money necessary for the particular trains— * 
action, and BERNSTEIN should then request HAMMER to forward a check' to him 
for .this amount. BERNSTEIN would in turn issue a check for the same amount 
'to the payee namedpEISKAN. According to BERNSTEIN,’ the above outlined 
plan* was followed in connection rath the purchase of materials. At the 
time ■ of^this 'interview, BERNSTEIN stated that he had never seen or met 
CRgMBR; although, ho stated he knew of him. , '

WILLIAM SOSNOEiT, of New York, and SAM ErfoE EnS. of 133 South Orlando, A venue, 

Los Angeles, were acquitted by the jury on January 6, 1950. 'Another phase 
of that case , involving SCHtflNNER, GARDNER, SOSNCW, GREENSPUN, and others 
was pending at that -time in Miami, Florida. ' 

According to Assistant United States Attorney HERSCHSL E. 

CHAKPLIN in an -interview had with him on June 7; 1950, by the writer, 
had the Government known of BERNSTEIN'S participation in the conspiracy 
involving SCHWIMMER Et A1 prior to his admission of -it in court, he ' 
would 'have been indicted along with the others. CHAMPLIN considered at 
that timo that St still would have been possible to have BERNSTEIN indicted

conspiracy to violate the U. S. Neutrality Act by exporting aims and 
ammunition to Palestine in 1948. SOSNOW and LEVEN were fined for con- 
spiracy to violate the U» S. Neutrality Act in connection with the tranS' 
porting of military aircraft to Israel frcto Florida. This, he said, is 
the disposition of the Miami phase of this case inasmuch as SOSNOW and 
LEVEN had been indicted by a Grand Jury in Miami but under Rule 20 had 
their case transferred for purposes of trial to Los Angeles. 


Mr. CKAMPLIN has been requested for his opinion as to prosecu- 
tion of BERNSTEIN in the light of BERNSTEIN's’ testimony indicating his 
incrimination in a conspiracy to violate the Neutrality Act. Mr. CHAMPLIN 
advises that ho contemplates no action regarding BERNSTEIN because he has 
'committed no overt act in this jurisdiction. Mr. CHAMPLIH stated that the 
Justice Department has worked out a formula for the prosecutions . of the main 
defendants who were indicted for violations in the several judicial districts 
so that they would not be sentenced more than once. Mr. CHAMPLIN pointed 
out that since BERNSTEIN had previously denied knowing SCHWIMMER to Bureau 
Agents in New York his conspiratorial activity was not known until he testi- 
fied at the trial, and he was never indicted as a defendant. Mr. CHAMPLIN 
\ suggested, therefore, that this matter should be taken up with the ^Depart— 

! cent of Justice which has a copy of the transcript of the case, which includes 
, BERNSTEIN’s testimony and the refutation of part of this testimony by SA 
! JOHN B. SIMMONS. Mr. CHAMPLIN also suggested that the matter of prosecution 
of BERNSTEIN be taken up with the United States Attorney in New York City or 
Washington, D. C. inasmuch as BERNSTEIN’S activities were confined particularly

At the time of BERNSTEIN'S visit to Los Angeles, trial was being hoi 
in the United States District Court, Southern California Division, in the matter 
of the United States vs. SCHWIMMER and others. The trial involved ADOLPH W. 
SCHWIMMER and five other individuals, plus SCHWIMMER'S Corporation on charges of 
conspiracy to violate the Neutrality .Act and Export Control Act by smuggling air- 
craft to Israel. 

Defending the six individuals in this trial were JSAAC^PACHT, former 
Superior Court Judge for the County of Los Angelos, and prosont chairman of the 
Los Angoles Jewish Community Counc i 1, and WILLIAM '.STRONG, former United States 
Attorney in and for the Southern District of California and present legal advisor 
to the Israeli Consulate in Los Angeles.

§10,000.00 each for conspiracy to violate the United States Neutrality Act. The 
throe other defendarita^HERMAN M.%RBENSPUN, of Las Vegas, V7ILLIA^j%0SN0F,-of 
New York, and SAM 1 R^wJV/IS, of 13$ South Orlando Avenue,- Los Angelos, were 
acquitted by the jury on January 6, 1950. Another phase of this case involving 
SCHV7IMMER, GARDNER, SOSNOiN, and others, is now pending .in Miami, Florida. 


Inasmuch as certain portions of BERNSTEIN’S testimony concern his 
background and past activities in- connection with the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
portions of his remarks are being set forth as follows: 

On January 15, 1950, NAHUM A^BERNSTEIN was called as a witness by 
the defense and gave his home address as 136 East 67th Street, New York City. 
BERNSTEIN stated that h^-was a membor of the New York Bar and named one of his 
partners as ED7&RD S^SILVER> whom ho described as the Chief Assistant District 
Attorney of Kings Cothaty, Brooklyn, New York, and a former special assistant to 
the Attorney General. 

In responso ifco a question by the court (Judge PIERSON M. HALL 
presiding) as to what the defense intended to prove by this witness, that is 
BERNSTEIN, both PACHT and STRONG replied ’’everything". , that the whole plan 
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of operations in the fomation of the Service . irways were under BERNS; EIN «J 
supervision, ”tho setting up of tho plan, tho purchase oi the pianos, the 
Panamanian situation — everything”* BERNSTEIN stated in^answor to questions 
jSir. PACE! that ho was the legal representative of tho Jewish Agency for Palest.n 
which ho explained was an agoncy created and recognized hy tho old League of 
Nations* 

BERNSTEIN stated that the American Section of this agency in Aneric 
was headed by Rabbi ABBA H I LLSL\ SILVER of Cleveland, Ohio, and naintainod head- 
quarters at 16 Bast 66th Street, New York City. He stated that it consisted of 
a Political Department, an Economic department, and a Refugee and Immigration 
Department, and has a substantial staff of people running into perhaps a hundred 
or more. BERNSTEIN under questioning of attorney ISAAC PACKT stated that some- 
time between October and Novcmbor, 1917, in tho Executive Room of the Aner-can 
Section of tho Jewish Agency for Palestine, 16 East 66th Street, New Tfark City, 
at a meeting of fivo.qr six men and wo wx/f including Rabbi ABBA HILLEI^SILVER, 
Chairman,. Dr.. EMANCE lXtlEHvIAN , Mrs. ROSJftHALPRIN, representing HADASSAH, Mr- 
GOTTIS XEvHAMMER, Trc&sUrer of tho Jewish' Agoncy, Dr. NAHUM^OLDMAN, and a man 
named^^&IBERG, first name unrecallod7^£"'was decided that in view of tho 
imminent partition of Palestine at that time with a consequent war with the^Aral 
State, tho institutions and investments in Palestine wore in danger. BERKS; BIN 
said that ho was asked if ho could ha^idj/f tho problem of acquiring aircraft for 
tho purpose of maintaining comunication with Palestine and tho United States* 
BERNSTEIN recalled that a Mr. ALBERMIILLER, an Israeli citizen, had come from 
Palestine to attend this meeting, oMd was at that tine an e xecuti vo._of the Jowi^ 
Agency _iri Jerusalem. 

On January 12, 1950, PACHT continued the questioning of BERNSTEIN 
to show that tho Jewish Agency for Palestine financed the entire project of the 
purchase of aircraft under the direction of BERNSTEIN, and that the defendants 
in this case, SCEWIMMER et al, wero merely agents. BERNSTEIN pointed out that 
at tho suggestion of ALBERT MILLER, he took over tho general supervision of 
handling the funds and again at the suggestion of MILLER, agreed to contact one 
of the defendants, SCHifIMMER, to head up a project of acquiring aircrafts

Upon cross examination* BERNSTEIN stated V.at he became the attorpe 
for the Jewish Agency for Palestine in October or November, 1947, and that h^J.s' 
represented this organization when the planes were trans, ‘erred to the State o 
Israel. Ho stated that he was a secretary for Americans ^or HAGANAH in 1947, h£ 
ing been personally responsible for forming this organize- -ion as a corporation.. 
He deniod that ho had ever told Mr. JOHN B. S IMMONS and Mr* JOoEFh M. KELLY ot 
the FBI Office in New Y°rk that he had never mot SCHWBSMER prior to their 
interview with him. , 

^ On January 16, 1950, during the cross examination of BERNSTEIN, the 
Government Defense Consul, in the person of Judge PACHT requested the court to 
consider the feasibility of releasing BERNSTEIN at the conclusion of the cross 
examination, inasmuch as ho was to leave for Israel a week from that day. 
BERNSTEIN was released by the court on Tuesday, January 17, 1950, stating to th< 
court -that ho was returning to Now York City, on that date and would turn over i 
Agents of, the New York Office certain material and records regarding the purcha; 
of aircraft for Israel on the following afternoon. 


According to Assistant United States Attorney HERSCHEL E. CHAMPLIN 
in an interview had with him on June 7, 1950, by the writer, had the Government 
known of BERNSTEIN’S participation in the com piracy involving SCHfHMHER ot al 
prior to his admission of it in court, he would have been indicted along with t< 
others. CHAMPLIN said it is still possible that BERNSTEIN could bo indicted in

The case was tried before Judge ELMER- B. WOODS at Bridgeton, New

In ‘a petition and* affidavit filed June 13, 1949 the plaintiff 
alleged that SCHWIMMER was indebted to tho plaintiff in the sum of 
$285,000.00. The plaintiff obtained an attachment against two aircraft,, 
which he claimed the defendant owned and which were then located at the 
Millville, New Jersey airport. The planes were constellations number N67930 
and number Rxl23, which were being detained on a bench warrant of detention 
issued -by Judgo THOMAS H. MADDEN, United States District Court for New Jersey 
in a preceding case entitled, "USA vs. one Constellation Airplane Number 
N67930 and Number Rx-123." 

A writ of attachment was issued by Attorney General FRANK T.- 
LLOYD, JR., Judge of the Superior Court of New Jersey at Bridgeton, New 
Jersey, on Juno 13, 1949. The notice of attachment levy and complaint 
wore severed by registered mail on tho defendant and BROGAN, HAGUE, MALONE 
and MYER L. SAKIN, 515 ‘Market Street, Camden, New Jersey and SILVER and 
BERNSTEIN, 20 Pine Street, New York City. 

The plaintiff through R^LPH COX, JR. alleged that tho Atlantic'' 
Northern Air Line Inc. owned a DC aircraft number NC 58021 on July 15, • 

1948 and on that date entered into a written agreement with Mr. H.. ISSAHAROW 
for charter flights. ISSAHAROW terminated the contract on August 11 ^ • 1948 
on which date the plane was located by CCK at Aqui' Airport, Israel.- • COX 
alleged on August 12, 1948, SCHWIMMER took illegal possession of the air- 
craft and issued the some thereafter,

On December 14, 1948, GERALD ROLAND, a navigator, mot COX and 
SCHWIMMER at the Hotel Gat Rimaon in Tel Aviv,, Israel and conferred with 
HifclSSAHAROW. SCHWIMMER promised to pay for tho use of the plane on the 
scone terms as ISSAHAROW'S agreement. Ho i refused to turn the plane over 
to CCK, On January 2, 1949, the plane had a forced landing in salt water 
at Tel Avav Airport and was a complete loss. Thereafter ISSAHAROW agreed 
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to pay $300,000,00 for the value of the aircraft and SCHWIMMER agreed to 
■pay |57,000.00 a month for five months or ’a total of $285,000.00. This 
: money was to be paid.'by February 7,. 1949. SCHWIMMER failed to pay as 
premised. , ‘ • 

It was noted that in the file there was a recital of indictments 
against ..SC HWIMStER , : in the Southern District of Florida dated June 11, 1948 
'for unlawfully exporting three B17 airplanes to Zatec, Czechoslovakia, and 
indictments dated .April 6,, 1949 in* the United States District Court ’in Los. 
Angeles, California, for violation of 'the -Federal Arms Bnbargo Act and 
Conspiracy to Withhold Material facts from the Government.

Attached to the pleadings was^acopy of an agreement entered "into 
at Geneva JtooJuly 15, 1948 between ROBERT DRONES and H. ISSAHAROW, witnessed 
by ABRAHA^SAIBER, which .provided that payments were to be. made to the 
Union des /Bosque s Swiss, Geneva on the account of Mr, RALPH COX, JR, in 
United States dollars. , 

In an answer, .filed January 26, 1950, SCHWIMMER denied being ;in 
debt to the plaintiff in any sum. :In,a separate defense he claimed that 
on January 10, 1949, H. ISSAHAROW paid the plaintiff $300,000. 00: and the 
plaintiff executed a general release to Alsnm Ltd. SCHWIMMER also assorted 
.that the two airplanes which were under attachment wore owned by the Jewish 
.Agency Inc..’ 

On April 15, 1950, Judge LLOYD: ordered 'the sheriff to. deliver 
possession of the 'two aircrafts to SCHWIMMERi SCHWIMMER posted a $100,000,00 
bond and the attachment -was set aside., ,

Opals inculpated Veits and Garrov, lawyers, Meatman and Goldstein, 
doctors, and a great many others. Bit story to Bernstein, at Bernstein gave 
it* if believed, made a complete ease, but obviously be would not be believed 
unless thoroughly corroborated. Bernstein set out to procure tbs necessary 
corroboration. 


Bernateln instructed Kipais to keep tip a front of continued 
participation in the tehees and ht installed in Kipais' offices a dictaphone 
which would record talks with visitors.

By these means nearly a thousand 
records were procured of talks between the confederates. 

Department of Justice records were found to contain a pamphlet 
printed by JUdd and Betveiler, lac., Printers, Washington, B. C., on 
August 31 , 1939, containing excerpts from testimony in the Bis tr lei Court. , 
trial of the Qcldstein ease. This pamphlet apparently was utilised in 
bringing the appeal before the Supreme Court. Zt reveals that the original 
indictment in the ease was filed July 30, 1937. Trial began in the Bistrlet 
Court, Southern Bistrlet of lew York, on January 6, 1938. before Judge 
Hebert f . Betterton end verdict wee rendered March k, 1938 . Burixg the trial 
fhilip H. MoOlynn, a detective on the Haw York City Police force, testified 
that ha had tapped the wires ef t e le ph o nes at two Saw fork City addresses. 

Ms mentioned Bernstein briefly ee fellows: 

Z never in my life heard of the leads Virelass Company or 
of a man by the name of Adolph Leopold. Z never heard of a firm 
by the name ef Silver and Bernstein or that Leopold waa in any 
way related to than. X never mat thoee gentlemen. 

A review of the pamphlet described above reflected that after 
Detective McGlynn had tapped the telephone wire* in instant esse he had 
run the monitoring wires to a plant. Thereafter, Jofeert A* Simpeon, an 
employee ef the Harley Detective Agency, installed recording devices on the 
m o n ito r i n g wires. After testifying to tide affect, Simpeon stated: 

X did net in the course of my work at 91 at Street or 
1200 Broadway cam into contact with any law firm*. Vlth 
respect to lawyers, Mr. Bernstein was in, Z think, when wa 
mads the first Installation with Inspector (frank) Shea (of 
the suited States feat Office Department) and two other men 
from the federal offices here. Mr. Bernstein la not a 
technician, x did not require hie services at all in order 
to ascertain how to put these machines in or how to work it. 



Inspector Freak Shea during hit tsstiaony at the trie! multd 
he had Bernstein least space at 1200 Broadway in scasone else's nans in 
order that the fact that an investigation was in progress night be kept 
confidential. Inspector Shea also confined the fact that Bernstein was 
present at the plant the first night because "he pas rather curious to 
see how the t hing operated." Shea testified that the first of Silver and 
Bernstein furnished stenographers to nonitor the Machines covering the 
tapped lines. Inspector Shea named these stenographers as: Sylvia 
Schwarts, Irens Meyers, Marcia Mayers, Margaret Bartert, Olga Sonano, and 
Beasle Metcalf. 

Airing the trial it was esta b l ish ed that the recording Machines 
and Monitoring devices were rentsd from the Burley Detective Agency end 
that caployees of that aganey were present at all tines to supervise the 
u- handlin g of the operation. Inspector Shea testified to the feet that 
■ Mr. Silver and Mr. Bernstein paid Mr. Barley his fee for use of the Machines*
